Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1. Claims 1-49 are allowed because the prior art does not teach or suggest a memory 
characterization method, comprising the steps obtaining a parametric dataset for each of said 
plurality of tiles; and creating a hierarchically-stitched parametric netlist for said memory 
instance by coupling said parametric datasets using said input and output pins of said plurality of 
tiles with respect to said global signals, said hierarchically-stitched parametric netlist for 
simulating said memory instance.
